In common with most European countries to-day, the Netherlands have 
but little of the old folk customs, dress and dances remaining in every- 
day use except oc Marken Island (at least before the war) where the peo- 
ple wear interesting old folk costumes as a stimulus to the tourist trade. 
Typical of this section are striped shirts and fine embroideries for the 
gins and the double rows of brass buttons down the front of the men's 

jackets. 


The baggy trousers that have become a sort of Dutch trade mark in 
many people's minds were designed to allow the fishermen unencumbered 
movement in their work on the boats, The characteristic wooden shoes 
have just about vanished from the scene, even in post-war times 
why?.... Well, did you ever try to ride a bicycle in sabots? Th d- 
mills still decorate the landscape however, being an essential part of 
the drainage system. Incidently, most of them have names! 








Some of the old dances are preserved by festival organizations and 
folk societies, and we have been promised the use of a color film of 
some of these dances as done to-day in the Netherlands on special occa- 
sions. 





There were two ch-:f periods in the migration of the Hollanders to 
this country; in the early 1600's when Henry Hudson's discoveries were 
capitalized by the Dutch East India Company, and in the 19th cen- 
tury when , because of difficult conditiond in the Netherlands, many 
sailed for the New World. 


The early colonists t ut a short existance as "New Netherlanders, 
since in 1674 the British took over the grants. They respected the Dutch 
Charter though, and the pioneers retained their lands in New Jersey, New 
York and Connecticut, forming the nucleus of the settlements in this area. 





There is a considerable literature of these early times; of their 
"Paas" (Easter) holidays with colored Easter eggs and "Killing Time" 
frolics in the Autumn when they danced and feasted on "rolletjes" (ground 
spiced meat sewed in tripe cases and boiled for a couple of days), Krullers, 
deuvekatjers (apple doughnuts) and other delicacies. We have descriptions 
of bundling parties (they celled it "geesting") following dances in tav- 
erns in Params (N.J.) and Acquankononk (N.J.) but very little usuable 
description of the actual dances; that is aside from the English adaptations 
which were very popular. 








The few battered letters, flyleaf notations etc. that I have found 
to have any step or music notations were certainly not written by formal 
dancing masters.... one of my abashed translators assured me that one of 
the writers was "a very low person." At any rate the bits that I scraped 
out of the scribblings heve never been published in English before! 





The 19th Century migrants added to the early centers to some extent, 
but the majority settled in the Midwest, where to-day there are many 
"Dutch" communities, the largest being in Grand Rapids, Mich. Annual Tulip 
Festivals are sponsored by two of these centers; Holland, Mich. and Pella, 
Towa. 
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To mention all the Netherlanders and their descendants who have 
achieved fame in the building of this country would take our whole issue; 
if you care for a short comprehensive article on these lines, see the 
February issue of "Woman's Day" in 1946, where Louis Adamic writes in his 
usual interesting style.

THE DANCES (DESCRIPTIONS) 


Jan Pierewiet:- a variation of the omnipresent 'Varsouvienne'. Man stands 
to the left and behind the lady, left hands joined, mahs right hand ext- 
ends behind lady, holding her right hand above her right shoulder. 

1. Without releasing hands, turn toward partner to face back in the line 
of direction; point right toe and pause. 2. repeat to face the other way. 
3. Advance counter-clockwise around room with two mazurka steps; then turn 
inwards to face clockwise. 4. Advance clockwise with two mazurka steps 
and again turn inward. 5. One waltz step forward, girl turns to left hand. 
6. All waltz. 


Skaters Polka:- Formation: 2 couples inside hands joined with partners, 
leading couple's Outside hands held at their backs where they are 
joined with the outside hands of the following couple.

1. Imatating skaters, all slide the left foot diagonally forward to the 
left, draw right foot to the left and again advance the left foot slightly. 
2. Repeat to the right starting with the right foot. 3. Releasing inside 
hands and using the same slide polka step, the leading couple move around 
to position behind the second couple who at the same time advance two 
polka steps. 3. All advance 4 polka steps, starting left. Repeat ad lib. 





Lot is Dood:- Couples face center, man's right hand joined to lady's 
left. 1. Four walking steps to center. 2. Galop steps back. Repeat. 
3. All polkaaround the room. 


Country Shoes:- Two couples facing. 1. Spring and extend right foot to 

the right heel on the ground. 2. Spring, changing feet, extending left 
foot to the left, heel on ground. 3.Spring, changing feet, extend right 
foot to the front, heel on ground. 4. Spring, changing feet, extending 
left foot to the front, heel on ground. 5. Bow to partner. 6. Bow to R 
opposite lady. 7. Starting with left foot, turn completely around, counter- 
clockwise with three walking steps and hold up right foot to the center. 

B. Start R.F. turn clockwise and hold up left foot. 9. Right hand star. 

10. Left hand star. ll. Four hands around to the left, chassez step. 

12. Hands around to the right. 


Like This the Farmer:- An imitative game. All start by walking to the 
right, single file, in a large circle, imitating the action of the farmer 
going to church. Reverse the direction of the circle with each new imi- 
iation. On the last verse (beats his wife) the tempe speeds up as all 

try to beat the back of the person ahead. Verses:- l. Like this the Farmer 
goes to, goes to church, he does. 2. Sows his corn. 3. Mows his oats. 

4. Takes his nip. 5. Smokes his pipe. 6. Counts his gold. 7. Beats his wife

The Three Score and Ten Club of Brooklyn held a dinner on May 24, 
providing their own floor show, a feature of which was an old-time 
quadrille in costume. The average age of the dancers was 72! And the 
Three Score and Ten club of Miami, Fla. features folk and square dances 
at their Saturday night gatherings, including also minuets and other 
old time numbers. 

Al Brundage and the Pioneers held their annual caller's night at 
the Elks Auditorium, Danbury Conn. Callers were Ed Durlacher, Charles 
Zintel, Lee Owens, Mary Krowly, Tommy Gamby and Lawrence Loy. 

"Foot n' Fiddle", the little Texas mag, has a cute hand-printed 
cover for it's Vol. 1 #6 issue.... Bugs Bunny as a fiddler! 

The Decca "Duel in the Sun" square dance album turned out to have 
three sides with calls by Llody Shaw (One a straight call and two med- 
leys) and five sides without calls. The calls are Western style, of 
course. They are all good, but whether they are worth $10 to the ave- 
Tage square dancer is something for the individual to decide. The movie 
itself was a real disappointment in the amount of dancing used, and 
I'm afraid the movie cameramen will never learn that dancers have feet! 

The Stenley Theatre in New York showed a short of Soviet Union 
dances; the dances were really good, but the lighting was about the 
worst I've seen to date. 

Incidently, there is a 16MM movie short out called "Square Dance 
Medley" billed as "suitable for learning how to square dance". Well, 
it isn't suitable for anything I can think of except to entertain a 
group of people who never saw a square dance before, don't want to learn 
anything about it and think the whole business is just a special brand 
Of corn. Just why, with plenty of square dence groups around they had 
to dig up a group apparently from some ballet school (at least they 
dance like that and I don't know any of them) and Tiny Clark, who in 
the last analysis is a night club entertainer rather than a square dance 
caller, is more than I cen fathom. The dancers actions match the calls 
very poorly. While we have Tiny on our mind, that album we mentioned 
last issue was just about what we expected, and entirely lacking in 
spirit. Just be sure not to get stuck if you were dis appointed with 
his last one. 

Vox Records have put out two albums of Jewish Folk Dances and Songs 
directed by Corinne Chochem. 24 dances with instructions. I'll review 
them for you as soon as I can go over them with a group. 

As you probably noticed from the ad on the inside cover this iesue, 
Folkraft Records has put out an album of Polish Folk Dances. They are 
really good too,...... I'm not allowed to mention the musicians that 
played for this recording session, but we sure gasped when we heard the 
big names involved. The instructions with the dances are concise and 
easily understood. The polkas on the reverse side of the folk dances 
are good dancing and quite Polish. . 

The Scandinavian Music House has at last put their album of Scan- 
dinavian Dances on the market. (See ad on back cover, this issue.) The 
delay was caused when the first pressing of the album didn't measure 
up to the high standard of quality that they had set for their product. 
Whereupon they decided to have the whole thing pressed by another con- 
cern, using the best unbreakable plastic instead of the cheaper shellac 
We sure wish all recording concerns had such high regard for their rep- 
utations! And the records are top-notch too, well-played and correct. 

Imperial Records have put out three new folk dance albums; Irish, 
Scotch and Baltic. To date I have only heard the Scotch, and it was 
horrible. A bagpipe band did the music, and the drones completely drown 
out the melody: useless, as far as I can see for folk dencing. 

Interesting comment in the May "Lets Dance" by Ed Kremer about 
callers who use the same old hash warmed over, year after year, Now | 
really, I don't think anyone who memorizes (usually without understanding 
the business at all) just enough calls to last an evening and never 
varies this stale routine should be brash enough to consider himself 
a caller. (We have a lot of them in Jersey ... Five-buck callers one 
of our noted contemporaries calls 'em.) 


























Lawrence Loy just completed a third album of recordings, this 
time for the M.G.M. Recording Co. Four records, seven sides with calls, 
one without. Haven't heard it yet, but judged by his last effort it 
should be tops. He has also prepared a folio.. 

Massachusetts State College will hold their Annual Country Dance 
Festival Wednesday June 30 on the athletic field. Given fair weather, 

a crowd of around 5,000 is expected. Lawrence Loy is in charge. 

The Storrs (Conn.) Song and dance Festival will be held on Wed. 

July 30th this year. As last year, Warren Schmidt will be in charge and 
preparations are being made to accomodate 120 sets. Yep, tne Garden 
State Country Dancers expect to be there again. See you at the field. 

Chuck Zintel's Callers Night in Harrison was well attended: some 
twenty odd callers did the honors. 

The outdoor picnic of the Garden State Country Dancers at Lindberg 
Bark was quite a success in spite of a deluge of rain that lasted the 
entire day; the covered dance floor saved the affair, and in spite of 
the weather, nearly 400 dancers, leaders and callers attended. A nice 
group came over with the Pennsyivania callers (Deiterich, Wieser) as 
well as a generous contingent from Mass. and Conn. headed by Pop Smith, 
Frank Arthur and the Pittsfield Quadrille Club. Tiger, Porter and Zintel 
were among the local callers who braved the storm. Other groups present 
represented The Three Score and Ten Club, The Swedish Folk Festival Soc- 
iety, Dance Caravan, The French Folklore Society, The Polish Folk Dance 
Group, the Philo-Celtic Society, the Estonian Educational Society, the 
Finnish Folk Dance Group, the Bavarian Group, the Cosmopolitan Club, 
the Frisian Society, Utspanning Troch Ynspanning, Young Syrian Club, 
Caledonian Club, Cavaliers Square Dance Club, the Jolly Square Dancers, 
and the New York folk dance leaders. Well, we hope to have better wea- 
ther for the event next year...... and the borough authorities will let 
us use a public address system and orchestra outdoors. 

Most amusing were the reactions of some of the guests when they 
discovered that the whole party was really free, including refreshments; 
I believe that this was the first time in the New York Area that such 
an affair had been presented as a gesture of hospitality to the folk 
and square dance groups without someone benefiting at least to the extent 
of some advertising. (No, there wasn't a Rosin the Bow on display!) 

After the picnic (12 hours of square and folk dancing) Joe Jeniec 
and the McCabe sisters still had enough energy to accompany Helen and I 
to George Hill's Callers Night at Springfield N.J. They had over 20 
callers, but the crowd was hit by the weather. 

Prof. Nils Oleson of the University of Chicago will head the 1948 ` 
Centennial of the Swedish Pioneers. Special programs will be presented 
in many midwestern centers of Swedish population. 

Jumping the gun on our next month's issue which is to be a paean of 
praise to the folk and square dence activities of the Girl Scouts, we 
give you this while it's still news: an American Girl Scout folk dance 
team will attend the international Scout and Guide Folk Dance Festival 
in London, July 12 to 1€. The team consists of nine college girls led 
by Mrs. Raymond McLain and Mrs. Frank Murray. 

Piute Pete recently received a nice write-up in 'Profitable Hobbies’ 
he also prepared a folk dance record list and a bibliography for Peoples 
Songs. 
PE^de extend our thanks to Mr. Hussey of Calgary for his kind invitation 
to spend a week with him; we'll have to put all these invitations end to 
end sometime and spend a summer visiting all these nice square and folk 
dance people. 

The French Folklore Society held their annual concert and dance 
exhibition in the McMillan Theatre at Columbia University. 

Folk dance groups on the program at the concert given by the New 
Jersey Committee for the Releif of the German Needy, in the 113th Regi- " 
ment Armory, Newark included the Bayern Verein (Newark), Schuplettler 
Verein (Stamm, N.Y.) G.T.V. Weiss Plau and Original Enzianer (N.Y.C.) 

Guest teachers at David Hahn's classes recently included the N.Y. 
Swedish Folk Dance Society. Dick Krauss and Manny Weiner (the Manny on 
those Margot Mayo records.) 

Among the popular records:- the Starlight Schottische on the back 
of Columbia 37382 (My Adobe Hacienda) is danceable and the recording 
by Perry Como (Victor 20-2269) of Chi-Baba, Chi-Baba can be used for the 
Montgomery (Rochester) Schottische....... to the distress of the jitterbugs. 








I have been working up some brand new square dance calls with music 
arranged by Bob Holden (pianist of the Vagabonds) ... they seem so good 
that I don't know whether to publish them myself in a limited edition or 
try to peddle them to one of the music publishers. 

The 16th and 17th century Dutch paintings that the Nazis looted from 
the Netherlands will be on exhibition in the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
starting July lst. The exhibition will later be shown in Newark, Kansas 
City, San Francisco and other cities.
